CLOSE THIER DOORS 
LIST EIGHT YEARS 


Columbus. April Bo. — D iring the 
last eight years nearly 8,OW) saloons 
have been put out of busine ss in Ohio 
or on an average of 1,00# saloons fir 
every year. Contrary to the general 
belief that the license law hag-bt en 
a more effective 
agency 
than 
any 
other in the elimination of the saloon 
unit, the figures in the office of the 
state auditor show that the passage 
of the Alkin tax law in lim# 
had a 
far more disastrous res lit to saloon 
numbers. 
T here were approximately 
15,000 saloons in Ohio when the Alkin 
law, imposing a $1,000 annual tax on 
every saloon, went into operation. 
In six months, more than 3,000 
sa­ 
loons had gone out of business. From 
then on for three years the saloons 
dropped out at the rate of 1,000 
a 
year, until in 1909 there were 
6075 
left. 
This became the 
low 
water 
mark for the saloon business and dur­ 
ing the next four years, t?iat business 
“perked up. ’ When the saloon license 
law became effective la*t fall, 
the 
saloons throughout the state had in­ 
creased in number to 8485. The auto­ 
matic elimination provided in the con­ 
stitution which limits saloons to one 
for each 5000 people reduced the nura 
ber to 5523. This is the number exist, 
ing in Ohio now.
